The proper allowance for depre­ 
ciation is that amount which should 
be set aside for the taxable year in 
accordance with a reasonably con­ 
sistent plan (not necessarily a uni- 
frm rate), whereby the aggregate 
amount so set aside, plus the salvage 
value, will at the end of the useful 
life of the property equal the cost 
or basis of the property. 
The depreciation rate of a build­ 
ing is not based upon the number of 
years it will stand before being con­ 
demned and razed, but on the num­ 
ber of years it will remain habitable 
or serviceable for the purpose for 
which constructed. 
If the taxpayer builds a new 
building, the period over which de­ 
preciation may be claimed begins at 
the time the building is completed 
and capable of being used.
